Ruling to take 
child off life 
support upheld

Alberta’s top court has up¬ 
held a judge’s ruling that a 
two-year-old child allegedly 
abused by her parents should 
be taken off life support. 

Minutes after the ruling 
Wednesday, a lawyer repre¬ 
senting tire child’s mother 
said she plans to make a last- 
ditch request to the Supreme 
Court to intervene. 

But there may not be time. 

Alberta Court of Appeal 
Justice Frans Slatter said the 
parents, who are in custody 
awaiting trial, were to be es-

corted within 24 hours to the 
Stollery Children’s Hospital 
in Edmonton for one last visit 
with their daughter before 
she is taken off a ventilator.

The Great Divide Waterfall 
could flow over the High Level 
Bridge again next year, coincid¬ 
ing with the structure’s 100th 
anniversaiy. 

City council’s executive 
committee recommended 
Wednesday the $735,000 
project be considered in capital 
budget adjustment talks this 
fall. 

That cost is for dechlorinat- 
ing tap water, necessary in 
order to meet requirements of 
the Fisheries Act. There would 
also be an annual operating 
cost of $40,000. 

Turned on in 1980 by 
artist Peter Lewis to celebrate 
Alberta’s 75th anniversaiy, 
the waterfall was turned off 
in 2009 due to environmental 
concerns. 

Members of the Edmonton 
Arts Coimcil advocated the 
use of river water to the com¬ 
mittee, but need more time 
to gather information and 
research. 

Coimcillors agreed to hear 
about the alternative option, 
though taking that route 
would add another year to the 
plans. “Maybe it won’t work 
but I think it’s worth revisiting, 
and perhaps it’s something we 
could look at for the longer 
term,” said Coim. Ben Hender¬ 
son. “But we want to get this 
back up and running for next 
year.” 

Mayor Stephen Mandel said 
the public isn’t interested in 
where the water comes from. 

“They want to see a water¬ 
fall,” he said. “They want to see 
it working.”

The downtown arena ball 
is now in the Katz Group’s 
court, as Edmonton Mayor 
Stephen Mandel said Wed¬ 
nesday morning that a for¬ 
mal letter has been sent, 
inviting either Oilers owner 
Daryl Katz or a group repre¬ 
sentative to speak in public 


at city council. 

Mandel wants the group’s 
position and desires clari¬ 
fied. 

A request for an inter¬ 
view was not granted, but 
a spokesman for the Katz 
Group said via email that 
they were aware of Mandel’s 
request. 

The invitation to appear 
stems from comments Katz 
made about what transpired 
last week, when councillors 
said they were surprised to 
find out the Oilers are seek¬ 
ing, among other conces¬ 
sions, a $6 million annual 
subsidy to offset arena oper¬ 
ating costs. 

Goun. Kerry Diotte said 
Katz should not only ap¬ 
pear to discuss his latest

demands, which “are com¬ 
pletely out there,” but also 
to prove financially that 
more public funds are need¬ 
ed.

started from scratch. 

“And don’t buy the argu¬ 


ment that starting from 
scratch would be a delay,” 
said Diotte, noting things 
aren’t moving ahead any¬ 
way.

The number of same-sex mar¬ 
ried couples in Edmonton 
more than doubled over the 
last five years, according to 
new numbers from Statistics 
Canada. 

The numbers examining 
family structure were released 
as part of the 2011 census and 
show there are 2,315 same-sex 
couples compared to 1,060 in 
2006. 

Edmonton newl 5 ^eds 
Dana DiTomaso and Ashley 
Diyburgh got married in Au¬ 
gust. 

DiTomaso, 37, said for the 
longest time she didn’t think 
marriage would be an option. 

“Those of us who grew up 
not thinking it was going to be 
a thing, to be able to get mar¬ 
ried is so important,” she said. 
“This is a right that you have 
and you should take advantage 
of it.” 

Over the longer term 
however, DiTomaso said she 
suspects gay couples and 


heterosexual ones will choose 
marriage over common law 
relationships, at the same rate. 

Diyburgh said that while 
DiTomaso turned her aroimd 
on the idea, she was never real¬ 
ly the marrying t 3 ^e. 

“As a political institution 
it was never something I was 
interested in,” she said. “It was 
never something that I grew 
up wanting as a little girl, the 
white dress and my Prince 
Charming.” 

She said it is also important 
not to lose sight of other issues 
of discrimination, simply be¬ 
cause marriage is legal. 

“There are larger political 
issues that the queer commun¬ 
ity is still struggling with that 
have been overshadowed by 
the gay marriage debate.”

Dennis Norbert said he feels 
like he won the lottery. 

The 55 year-old former sur¬ 
veyor who lost his job years 
ago due to chronic physical 
and mental health problems, 
along with alcoholism, was 
without a home not long ago. 
Today, he calls a comer suite 
at the Westwood Manor home, 
thanks to the efforts of the 
Mustard Seed and its program 
offering permanent housing 
for Edmonton’s homeless. 

“The people here are my 
family now. I’m so grateful,” 
said Norbert. 

The opening of the 20-suite, 
fully-refurbished complex on 
106 Street near the Yellowhead 
is the first of a few to come — 
50 units in total are planned 


in the city, with the aim of 
providing long-term support 
for the city’s homeless. A 
full-time staffer provides a 
community room on-site at 
the apartments, allowing the 
single, adult residents to cook 
or socialize together. 

“Homelessness isn’t as 
simple as opening a door to 
an apartment,” said the prov¬ 
ince’s Minister of Human Ser¬ 
vices Dave Hancock. 

“This is a place for com¬ 
munity members to live in 
dignity and safety while they 
work to achieve their goals.” 

The Alberta government 
funded 70 per cent of the pro¬ 
ject, with key sponsors donat¬ 
ing windows, landscaping and

Focus on hormone 


U of A gene 
therapy approach 
could help treat 
obesity 

Researchers have found 
a new way to use gene 
therapy to treat obesity, 
resulting in less weight 
gain and higher activity 
levels even on a high-fat, 
high-sugar lab model, the 
University of Alberta an¬ 
nounced Wednesday. 


According to a U of A 
release, the treatment by 
faculty of medicine and 
dentistry researcher Jason 
Dyck focused on increas¬ 
ing levels of adiponectin, 
a hormone secreted from 
fat cells. 

This hormone is secre¬ 
ted less in people with lar¬ 
ger fat cells than in people 
who are thin, metro

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Killer driver granted day parole

Family members who gathered 
for a parole hearing on Wed¬ 
nesday say they are glad the 


cement-truck driver convicted 
of killing their loved ones was 
not granted full release. 

Instead, 55-year-old Coch¬ 
rane resident Daniel Tschetter 
has been given permission to 
live in a halfway house next 
June, the Parole Board of Can¬ 
ada has ruled. 

In December 2007, Tschet¬ 
ter’s truck slammed into a car 
stopped at a red light in Cal- 
gaiy. Five people in the vehicle 
were killed and the impact of 
the crash scattered pieces of 
the car for hundreds of metres. 


During his trial, the court 
heard that Tschetter got out 
of his truck after the collision 
and tossed a vodka bottle into 
the back. 

On Wednesday, he con¬ 
tinued to maintain he was not 
drunk at the time, a claim that 
fmstrated Herb Grieder, who 
lost his 16-month-old nephew, 
Zachaiy Morrison. 

“Something doesn’t add 
up there,” Grieder said after 
the hearing at Alberta’s 
Bowden Institution. “I don’t 
think he’ll ever fully under¬ 


stand the depth of his actions 
that evening.” 

Tschetter was reportedly 
fired from his prison job for 
bad behaviour. In one instance, 
he was caught driving a Bobcat 
despite being prohibited from 
doing so. 

Zachary’s father, Lee Mor¬ 
rison, was not at the hearing 
but issued a victim-impact 
statement at a previous parole 
hearing. 

“The pain, hurt and sad¬ 
ness, on many days, brings me 
to my knees,” he wrote.

both existing and future 
programs, and finally 
improving connectivity 
and visual design with 
regards to wayfinding, 
work at Mary Burlie Park, 
and connecting the area 
to downtown amenities 
such as the Art Gallery of 
Alberta, the future Royal 
Alberta Museum and po¬ 
tential entertainment and 
arena district. 


“In essence, those are 
the priorities we are going 
to be moving forward on,” 
said Stephane Labonne, 
director of Great Neigh¬ 
bourhoods.

Kevin Martin and mem¬ 
bers of his world champion 
curling team were on hand 
Wednesday to help deliver 
over 2,000 kilograms of 
dog food to the Edmonton 
Humane Society to help 
launch a national fundrais¬ 
ing campaign. 

The campaign by Pedi¬ 
gree dog food will see about 
$1 million raised for the 30 
shelters involved over the 
last five years, as well as 
encourage people to adopt 
pets rather than buy them. 

“I’m a farm kid and I 
grew up with dogs, so it 
means a great deal to my¬ 
self to get the dogs for¬ 
ever homes.... That’s what 
it’s all about,” Martin told 
media at the launch. 

Society spokesperson 
Shawna Randolph said that 
the 2,000 kilograms of food 
donated will help feed the 
shelter dogs for one month 


and would normally cost 
the shelter a few thousand 
dollars. 

The shelter also receives 
a portion of proceeds from 
specially marked Pedigree 
dog food. 

“That goes a long way to 
help us care for the home¬ 
less and abused animals 
that come through our 
doors,” Randolph said. 

“Adopt first ... it is al¬ 
ways the best to save a life 
and make room for others, 
so we can bring in more ani¬ 
mals.” 

The Pedigree Adoption 
Drive started Wednesday 
and runs to Dec. 31, aim¬ 
ing to raise $5,000 for each 
of the 30 shelters involved, 
including EHS.

Everyone at B.C.’s Island 
Wildlife Natural Care Centre 
(IWNCC) let out a collective 
sigh of relief on Tuesday when 
the Department of Fisheries 
and Oceans (DFO) annoimced 
they’re sparing the lives of two 
six-month-old harp seal pups. 

DFO has “done a 360 — 
they reaUy have — and I have 
to tip my hat to them. It’s really, 
really hard for a big bureau¬ 
cracy to turn on a dime, as you 
probably know,” says Jackie Bal- 
lerone, a director at IWNCC. “In 
two short weeks, they made a 
really good call here. It was real¬ 
ly llth-hour, but they did the 
right thing in the end.” 

Animal-rights activists from 
all across the world have been

lobbying to save the lives of Zac 
and Mika, who were placed at 
the Aquarium des Iles-de-la- 
Madeleine in Quebec by the 
DFO, and who were initially 
slated for death on Sept. 15.

Arctic sea ice shrinks 
to an all-time low 


Dramatic changes. 

Arctic could be 
essentially free of 
ice by the summer of 
2050, scientists say 


In a critical climate indica¬ 
tor showing an ever warming 
world, the amount of ice in the 
Arctic Ocean shrank to an all- 
time low this year, obliterating 
old records. 

The ice cap at the North Pole 
measured 3.42 million sq. kilo¬ 
metres on Simday That’s 18 per 
cent smaller than the previous 
record of 4.17 million sq. kilo¬ 
metres set in 2007, according 
to the National Snow and Ice 
Data Center in Boulder, Colo. 
Records go back to 1979 based 
on satellite tracking. 

“On top of that, we’re smash¬ 
ing a record that smashed a re¬ 
cord,” said data centre scientist 
Walt Meier. Sea ice shrank in 
2007 to levels 22 per cent below 
the previous record of 2005. 

Ice in the Arctic melts in 
summer and grows in winter, 
and it started growing again on 
Monday. 

In the 1980s, Meier said, 
summer sea ice would cover an 
area slightly smaller than the 
mainland. US. Now it is about 
half that. 


Man-made global warming 
has melted more sea ice and 
made it thinner over the last 
couple decades with it getting 
much more extreme this year, 
surprisingly so, said snow and 
ice data center director Mark 
Serreze. 

“Recently the loss of sum¬ 
mer ice has accelerated and the 
six lowest September ice ex¬ 
tents have all been in the past 
six years,” Serreze said. 

“I think that’s quite remark¬ 
able.” 

Serreze said except for one 
strong storm that contributed 
to the ice loss, this summer

Photo op: Mars Curiosity rover wows earthlings 


On Mars, a partial eclipse of 
the sun isn’t quite as rare as 
on Earth. So NASA’s Mars 
Curiosity rover is snapping 
hundreds of pictures of the 
spectacle for the folks back 
home to ooh and aah over. 

Two moons zip around 
the red planet and they’re 
closer and faster than our 
lumbering moon, so echpses 
are more common. Scientists 


say there’s even somewhat 
of an eclipse season on Mars, 
and it’s that time of year when 
those Martian moons take 
turns taking bites of the sun. 

Curiosity turned its 
cameras sk 3 ^ard to watch 
the action in three different 
eclipses, starting last week 
and continuing Wednesday, 
when a moon partially slipped 
between Mars and the sun. 


The rover has been beam¬ 
ing back a stream of photos of 
the Martian landscape since 
landing near the equator last 
month. 

Texas A&M University 
scientist Mark Lemmon said 
the eclipse pictures will help 
scientists track the fate of the 
larger Martian moon, Phobos, 
which is slowing down in 
its orbit around Mars. In 10 


to 15 milhon years, Phobos 
will get so close to Mars it will 
break up and crash into the 
planet. 

These moons aren’t mere 
curiosity factors. They get 
so close to Mars that “they 
change Mars’ shape ever so 
slightly” with their pull, Lem¬ 
mon said. 

Past rovers have taken pic¬ 
tures of solar eclipses from 


Mars, but not with such good 
cameras that take high resolu¬ 
tion photos and so many shots 
that it produces a movie of 
sorts, Lemmon said. 

And now that Curiosity has 
gazed sk 3 ^ard, it’s time for 
the Mini Cooper-sized space¬ 
craft to focus on the ground. 
On Friday, Curiosity will test 
its first rock with a laser and 
other chemical testing kits on 


the end of its robotic arm. 

Its first target is a pyramid¬ 
shaped dark rock, about 10 
inches tall and 16 inches wide 
at the base. Two of the arm’s 
chemical-sniffing devices will 
snuggle up against the rock 
— named for Jake Matijevic, a 
Mars rover engineer who died 
recently — so scientists can 
figure out what it is made of

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Waves of refugees 
crowd South Sudan 



Tens of thousands of people 
have already swarmed to a 
refugee camp in South Sudan 
and community chiefs expect 
a new wave to soon begin the 
trek from Sudan’s war-torn 
Nuba Mountains, setting up 
what humanitarian workers 
warn could become a catas¬ 
trophe. 

As many as 15,000 more 
refugees could stream across 
the border from Sudan by 
the end of the year, straining 
a camp that has been hit by 
malaria and diarrhea, with 
many people arriving mal¬ 
nourished, said the UN refu¬ 
gee agency UNHCR. 

“We are already stretched 
to the breaking point here, 
and any surge or increase in 
the population will make it 
nearly impossible to cope 
with the situation,” UNHCR’s 
Kathryn Mahoney told The 
Associated Press. 

Yida sits near the northern 
tip of South Sudan’s Unity 
State near the border with 
Sudan. It is a remote region 
in one of the world’s least de¬ 
veloped countries. Recent rains 
have made roads impassable. 


and the World Food Program 
has been forced to drop food 
from the sky to meet the 
camps’ needs. For the past 
week, large Il 3 mshin jets have 
screamed over the camp, 
dropping 64 metric tons each 
day from a height of 200 
metres (yards). The cheers 


of refugees — and some aid 
workers — watching the spec¬ 
tacle accompany each drop. 

The population of Yida 
rose since February from 
17,000 to 65,000 by Septem¬ 
ber. From mid-June through 
mid-July, around 1,000 new 
arrivals came each day, along 


with a rash of death and dis¬ 
ease that one Medecins Sans 
Frontieres (Doctors Without 
Borders) ofiBcial described 
as “five weeks of hell.” 
According to MSF, around two 
people per every 10,000 in the 
camp were d 3 dng each day.

Israel warns Iran 
on nuclear 
threats 

A senior Israeli official 
warned Iran Wednesday 
to stop its “direct and 
blunt threats” against his 
country, telling a 155-na- 
tion nuclear conference 
the Jewish state is ready to 
defend itself against any 
nation that menaces its 
existence. Israeli nuclear 
chief Shaul Chorev avoid¬ 
ed any suggestion that his 
country was contemplat¬ 
ing a military strike on 
Iran’s nuclear facihties 
— a scenario that Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu is suggesting 
may be necessary to stop 
what he says is Tehran’s 
path toward atomic arms. 

Still, Chorev’s hard- 
edged comments to the 
International Atomic 
Energy Agency’s annual 
general conference were 
another reminder of 
the enmity between the 
archrivals that have led to 
highly charged tensions 
the United States and 
others fear may spiral into 
armed conflict. 

Iran denies any inter¬ 
est in owning nuclear 
weapons. It says it is 
enriching uranium solely 
to make reactor fuel and 
for medical research.

Japan wavers on 
nudear power 
phase-out 

Japan’s cabinet stopped 
short of a commitment 
Wednesday to phase out 
nuclear power by 2040, 
backtracking from an 
advisory panel’s recom¬ 
mendation in the face of op¬ 
position from pro-nuclear 
businesses and groups. The 
decision came on the same 
day that Japan laimched 
a new nuclear regulatory 
body to replace an agency 
whose links to the nuclear 
industry reportedly contrib¬ 
uted to last year’s disaster 
at the Fukushima Dai-ichi 
nuclear plant. 

While not endorsing 
last week’s advisory panel 
report, the cabinet did 
vaguely agree to pursue 
its goals. The panel, 
acknowledging public 
aversion to nuclear power 
since the Fukushima 
accident, urged that it be 
phased out within three 
decades through greater 
reliance on renewable 
energy, more conserva¬ 
tion and sustainable use 
of fossil fuels. 

The cabinet said it 
would only take the 
policy report “into con¬ 
sideration” and would 
seek public support for its 
recommendations.

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Milosevic’s widow, 
son welcome to 
return, Serbia says 


Exiles. Autocrat's 
family who took 
refuge in Russia 
encouraged to come 
home now that his 
party is back in power 


Slobodan Milosevic’s widow 
and son should return from 
their exile in Russia now that 
the late autocrat’s alhes have 
returned to power in the Bal¬ 
kan coimfry, a senior Serbian 
official said Wednesday. 


Milosevic’s widow, Mirjana 
Markovic, and son Marko Milos¬ 
evic fled to Russia after Serbia’s 
wartime leader was ousted in 
2000. They have been granted 
reftigee status there, despite 
warrants for their arrest issued 
by the former pro-Westem 
Serbian government, which 
was defeated by nationahsts in 
elections in May. 

Both Markovic — who was 
an influential leftist official 
during Milosevic’s reign — and 
Marko Milosevic are still offi¬ 
cially wanted by Belgrade for 
alleged cigarette smuggling 
worth milhons of dollars dur¬ 


ing international sanctions im¬ 
posed on Serbia during the ’90s. 

Although he did not say 
whether the charges wiU be 
dropped, Serbia’s government 
minister Milutin Mrkonjic said 
he hoped they would “finally” 
return. 

“I hope we’U now finally 
finish that job,” Mrkonjic, 
of Milosevic-foimded Social¬ 
ist Party, told Belgrade’s B-92 
radio. “They beheve they are 
not responsible on the charges 
they have faced in Serbia.”

Nation on alert. Mag’s 
crude, lewd drawings 
of Prophet Muhammad 
force French to step up 
security at embassies 
across Muslim world 


A feisty French satirical 
weekly forced France to step 
up security at its embassies 
across the Muslim world on 
Wednesday. 

The paper, Charlie Hebdo, 
brazenly revived a formula it 
has already used to capture 
attention: Publishing crude, 
lewd caricatures of Islam’s 
Prophet Muhammad. 

Wednesday’s issue sparked 
concerns that France could 
face violent protests, like the 
ones targeting the U.S. over 
a film produced in Califor¬ 
nia, that have left at least 30 
people dead. 

The Charlie Hebdo draw¬ 
ings — some depicted 
Muhammad naked and in 
demeaning or pornographic 
poses — were met with a 
swift rebuke by the French 
government. 

The principle of freedom 
of expression “must not be 


infringed,” Foreign Minister 
Laurent Fabius said on French 
radio. 

But he added: “Is it pertin¬ 
ent, intelligent, in this con¬ 
text to pour oil on the fire? 


The answer is no.” 

France ordered its embas¬ 
sies, cultural centres, schools 
and other official sites to 
close on Friday — the Muslim 
holy day — in 20 countries. 


It also immediately shut 
down its embassy and the 
French school in Tunisia, the 
site of deadly protests at the 
U.S. Embassy last week. 

Riot police took up pos¬

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U.S. pressured to 
set standards for 
arsenic in rice 


Consumer Reports. 

FDA released 200 
samples of rice products 
containing inorganic 
arsenic after a magazine 
released its own report 


Consumer groups are pres¬ 
suring the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration to set federal 
guidance on allowable levels 
of arsenic in rice, prompting 
the agency to consider possible 
new standards. 

So far, FDA officials say they 
have foimd no evidence that 
suggests rice is imsafe to eat. 
The agency is studying 1,200 
samples of groceiy-store rice 
products — short and long- 
grain rice, cereals, drinks and 
even rice cakes — to measure 
arsenic levels. 

Arsenic is naturally present 
in water, air, food and soil in 



two forms, organic and in¬ 
organic. According to the FDA, 
organic arsenic passes through 
the body quickly and is essen¬ 
tially harmless. Inorganic ar¬ 
senic — the type found in some 
pesticides and insecticides — 
can be toxic and may pose a 
cancer risk if consumed at high 


levels or over a long period. 

The agency on Wednesday 
released 200 of the expected 
1,200 samples after the maga¬ 
zine Consumer Reports re¬ 
leased its own study and called 
for federal standards for arsenic 
in rice. The FDA will not com¬ 
plete its study imtil the end of 
the year, FDA commissioner 
Margaret Hamburg said. 

“Our advice right now is 
that consumers should con¬ 
tinue to eat a balanced diet 
that includes a wide variety of 
grains — not only for good nu¬ 
trition but also to minimize any 
potential consequences from 
consuming any one particular 
food,” she said. 

The FDA’s analysis showed 
average levels of 3.5 to 6.7 
micrograms of inorganic arsen¬ 
ic per serving, while Consumer 
Reports foimd levels up to 8.7 
micrograms. The FDA released 
200 samples, while Consumer 
Reports tested 223.

2011 census. There’s 
no such thing as a 
'typical' Canadian 
family, a new report 
from Statistics Canada 
shows 


The nuclear family is no 
longer the norm in Canada. 

The mom-pop-and-three- 
kids-under-one-roof model 
that typified Canadian 
households of 50 years ago 
has morphed into a com¬ 
plex and diverse web of 
family ties involving living 
alone, remarriage, stepchil¬ 
dren, empty nesters and 
several generations sharing 
a home. 

Statistics Canada has re¬ 


leased the third tranche of 
new data from its 2011 cen¬ 
sus, this time portraying the 
changes in Canadian fam¬ 
ilies and living arrangements 
over five decades. 

Married couples are in a 
long-term decline, the num¬ 
ber of single parents has 
risen and the size of families 
has shrunk. In 1961, the aver¬ 
age family was 3.9 people, 
when the baby boom was in 
full swing. Now it’s 2.9. 

“We do see more com¬ 
plexity and definitely more 
diversity in families,” Sta¬ 
tistics Canada demographer 
Anne Milan said. 

For the first time. Statis¬ 
tics Canada says there are 
more people living alone 
in Canada than there are 
couples with children. One- 
person households now 


make up 27.6 per cent of all 
homes, a three-fold increase 
since 1961. 

Meanwhile, couples with 
children have continued 
their decline, down to 26.5 
per cent of all households, 
from 28.5 per cent in 2006. 

Just 10 years ago, couples 
with children under 24 years 
old made up 43.6 per cent of 
all families (not including 
one-person households), by 
far the most t 32 pical kind of 
family. 

Now, parents with chil¬ 
dren make up just 39.2 per 
cent of families, and a rising 
proportion of those parents 
are not officially married. 

For the first time. Sta¬ 
tistics Canada zeroed in 
on children living in foster 
homes and blended families. 
In a national count of fos¬ 


ter children, the agency re¬ 
vealed there were 29,590 of 
them under the age of 14 in 
2011. A measure of the num¬ 
ber of stepfamilies showed 
that one in 10 children now 
lives in some sort of blended 
family. 

In 2011, the most t 3 ^ical 
family was a couple with no 
children, continuing a pat¬ 
tern spotted in 2006. Statis¬ 
tics Canada found that 44.5 
per cent of families have no 
kids at home, partly reflect¬ 
ing the aging of the baby- 
boomer bulge, the leading 
edge of which has started 
turning 65. 

“The modern family is 
changing, and I think it’s a 
wonderfol thing,” said Shan¬ 
non Kennedy, an Ottawa- 
based wedding planner who 
finds herself on the front 


lines of fiuctuating living ar¬ 
rangements on a daily basis. 

“The rules of a nuclear 
family just don’t apply any 
more.” 

The wide variety of family 
ties is throwing Kennedy for 
a loop. Emily Post, the guru 
of etiquette for most of the 
20th century, is no longer of 
much help, she said. 

“You don’t necessarily 
have two families. In some 
cases, you have four families 
coming together at a wed¬ 
ding. 

“Any scenario where you 
get more than one mom in¬ 
volved, you have to kind of 
juggle that,” she said with a 
chuckle. 

“The best thing about 
modern weddings is, there 
are no rules.”

More young adults are sticking close to the nest, the Canadian press 


It’s the home-game grudge 
match of the 21st century: 
The baby boomers versus 
the boomerang kids. And the 
kids, it seems, are winning. 

Canada’s nests aren’t 
quite as empty as they were 
thought to be, data from 
the 2011 census shows. 
Some 42.3 per cent of young 
adults aged 20 to 29 are 
living with their parents, 
down slightly from 42.5 per 
cent in 2006, but still well 
above the level of 26.9 per 
cent in 1981. 

Christina Newberry was 
one of them — twice. First, 
when she was 21, newly 
graduated from university 
and trying to find her way in 
the world. Then again, eight 
years later, she went back to 
get her bearings in the midst 
of a divorce. 

“My parents’ house be¬ 
came a place to sort of take 
a chance to regroup and 
figure out what was next,” 
said Newberry, a Vancouver- 
based author and freelance 
writer. “It wasn’t even a fi¬ 
nancial issue, because by 
then I had a good job and 
could take care of my own 
bills. It was more just need¬ 
ing to figure out what to do 
next.” 

While many young adults 


in their early 20s stay at 
home while in college or 
university — mainly due to a 
lack of money — those clos¬ 
er to 30 who opt to return 
tend to do so after a trau¬ 
matic moment in their lives, 
such as the breakup of a rela¬ 
tionship or the loss of a job, 
Newberry said. They usually 
stay just long enough to get 
back on their feet. 

Social attitudes toward 
young adults living with 
their parents are changing 
dramatically, said Rod 
Beaujot, a demography pro¬ 
fessor at the University of 


Western Ontario in London. 

“There’s the greater ac¬ 
ceptability of living with par¬ 
ents when you’re older — on 
the part of the parents, on 
the part of young people,” 
Beaujot said. 

“In the past, living at 
home was quite constraining 
on children, because they 
had to live under their par¬ 
ents’ supervision. I think 
parents are much more open 
to children having their own 
life, including, of course, 
their own love lives, even if 
they’re living at home.”

The “failure-to-launch” 
phenomenon is alive and 
well in Canada, the 2011 
census suggests. 


• The census found 25.2 
per cent of young adults 
between the ages of 25 
and 29 living at home in 
2011, up slightly from 
24.7 per cent in 2006 — 
and more than twice the 
percentage in 1981. 


• The number of young 
adults between the 
ages of 20 and 24 who 
lived with their parents 
remained virtually 
unchanged from the last 
census — down to 59-3 
per cent in 2011 from 
59.5 per cent in 2006. 


• Young men are more 
likely than young 
women to live at home, 
Statistics Canada said. 
One possible reason, the 
agency suggested, could 
be because women tend 
to get into relationships 
earlier than men, so they 
move out sooner to start 
their own households.

Data glitch 


Flying solo. Lone-parent 
families on rise, with more 
dads raising kids alone 


Seven years after Ottawa 
gave its blessing to same-sex 
marriage, it’s clear Canada’s 
gay and lesbian couples have 
been seizing the wedding day. 

Same-sex marriage nearly 
tripled between 2006 and 
2011, while the number of 
same-sex couples jumped 42.4 
per cent during the same five- 
year period. Statistics Canada 
says. 

The agency counted 
21,015 married gay and 
lesbian couples and another 
43,560 in common-law 
relationships. The number 
is a sizable jump from the 
2006 census, which counted 
same-sex couples for the first 
time and enumerated 45,350 
of them — 7,465 married and 
37,885 common-law. 

Wider societal acceptance 
has likely played a role in the 
rising numbers, said dem¬ 
ographer Rod Beaujot of the 
University of Western Ontario 
in London. 

“It’s become more accept¬ 
able for people to declare 
their relationships, including 
on the census,” Beaujot said.

“Their eoaehes were the ones who 


helped me develop into a national team 
athlete,” says Kozak. 

Playing on the Canadian National 
Goalball Team allowed Kozak to travel 
the world and eompete in four Para¬ 
lympie Games from Atlanta to Beijing. 

Sinee retiring, he has foeused his 
energy on ereating opportunities like the 
ones he had for others with visual impair¬ 
ments.

After a devastating ear erash permanently 
took Jason Sehmidt’s eyesight at the age 
of 16, it seemed like the athletie portion 
of his life was over. 

Five years later, Sehmidt has regained 
his eompetitive drive through teaming up 
with ASRAB (Alberta Sport & Reereation 
Assoeiation for the Blind). 

“Just knowing that it (ASRAB) exists, 
opens the door to be eompetitive again 
and meet people with the same life ehal- 
lenges as me,” says Jason. 

“I have really missed being eompeti¬ 
tive in something.” 

Sehmidt found out about ASRAB 
through his employer, Flaman Fitness. 

Before the ear aeeident on Aug. 31, 
2007, that ehanged his life forever, 
Sehmidt was very aetive in dirt biking 


and hoekey. 

“Jason was sueh an aetive kid his 
whole life and everything we did as a 
family involved Jason’s sports,” says 
Leah Sehmidt, Jason’s mother. 

“When we found out that Jason eould 
not see we thought that he would be angry 
and bitter and just give up but he was 
the opposite, thankfully, and he has fully 
embraeed the life that has been given to 
him.” 

Although Sehmidt has not been a 
member of ASRAB for very long, he has 
found he is already beginning to enjoy 
what the organization has to offer. 

One of the first aetivities he tried out 
was Goalball, a sport that is played in the 
Paralympics. 

“It was fun and I really like the sport,” 


says Jason, despite saying he did get hit 
in the face a lot. 

This month, Schmidt will be taking 
part in the sight night eight-kilometre run 
on Sept. 29. 

“I really want to test my limits and see 
if I can run an eight kilometres faster than 
the next guy,” says Jason. 

In January, Schmidt is excited to take 
part in an eight-week snowboarding pro¬ 
gram at Rabbit Hill. 

“I am thrilled to see him continuing to 
pursue these activities,” says Leah. 

“He is my inspiration, as well as 
the many people we have met through 
ASRAB and other organizations.” 

Eventually, Schmidt is hoping to go 
back to school to work towards becoming 
a youth leader or work in music ministry.

Black-market bonanza: 
Canadians dodge sales 
tax where they can 


No guilty feelings. 

New survey finds that 
only 30 per cent think 
it’s wrong to avoid tax 
by paying in cash 


The vast majority of Canadians 
pay taxes each year, but a new 
survey suggests they are pre¬ 
pared to cheat at the margins 
if they think they can get away 
with it. 

The survey for H&R Block 
Canada found 55 per cent of 
respondents saying that when 
dealing with a contractor, they 
would opt to pay cash to avoid 
sales taxes. 

And they are not feeling 
overly guilty about it either. 
Only 30 per cent said they 
thought the avoidance wrong. 
Tfrnong yoimg Canadians aged 
18-34, only 17 per cent said it 
was wrong to avoid paying the 
sales tax. 

The findings don’t seem to 
be related specifically to sales

taxes, which range from a low 
of five per cent in Tffberta to a 
high of 15.5 per cent in Prince 
Edward Island.

“I think it boils down to 
people feeling they pay enough 
tax, that they shouldn’t have 
to pay an 3 miore,” said Cleo 
Hamel, a senior tax analyst 
with H&R Block.

But Hamel said Canadians 
should be waiy of cheating the 
tax man. If caught, they are 
liable not just for the tax, but 
also penalties that can double 
the amount owing. The gov¬ 
ernment also has the option of 
prosecuting tax cheats.

Air Canada close to releasing 
details of low-cost carrier 


Boob-tube bling. Sony 
launches $25K television 


Air Canada says it is a couple 
of weeks away from an¬ 
nouncing details for a separ¬ 
ate low-cost airhne that will 
serve transatlantic and leisure 
routes in the Caribbean and 
the United States. 

Michael Rousseau, the air¬ 
line’s chief financial officer, 
told a CIBC investment confer¬ 
ence on Wednesday that the 
carrier will be wholly owned 
by Air Canada, but carry a dif¬ 
ferent name. 

“It is a very exciting initia¬ 
tive, not just for Air Canada, 
but our employees as well be¬ 
cause it does provide growth 
opportunities for us,” he said. 

About half of the incre¬ 
mental profits from the low- 
cost carrier will be derived 
from cramming more seats 
into a fieet of 20 Boeing 767s

"We don’t have a dif¬ 
ficult relationship with 
the vast majority of our 
employees.’’ 

Michael Rousseau, Air Canada’s chief 
financial officer, blaming the media for 
portraying lingering friction between the 
company and unionized employees 

and 30 Airbus A319s. The rest 
comes from lower employee 
wages and more fiexible work 
rules. 

The new business model 
will open the low-cost carrier 
to new routes in Europe that 
currently aren’t cost-competi¬ 
tive for Air Canada, and allow 
it to be more competitive on 
Caribbean and some U.S. des¬ 


tinations. 

Rousseau warned that the 
new low-cost carrier will be 
launched in 2013, but won’t 
have a material impact on Air 
Canada’s results until it ramps 
up to the frill fieet of 50 planes. 

Meanwhile, he says Air 
Canada is working on several 
other initiatives to build its 
profits after completing gruel¬ 
ling labour negotiations that 
lasted longer than it had an¬ 
ticipated. 

Rousseau downplayed sug¬ 
gestions of fingering friction 
between the company and 
unionized employees follow¬ 
ing the labour disputes. He 
said there wasn’t any increase 
in pilots booking off sick days 
after the arbitrator ruled in fa¬ 
vour of the airhne.

Return of the queen. 

Furtado mulled 
quitting English 
pop after Loose, but 
returns after six years 


After rattling the charts with 
her sexed-up club-quake 
Loose, Nelly Furtado faced 
a difficult riddle: how to fol¬ 
low the biggest success of 
her career, a disc that sound¬ 
ed like nothing else in her 
catalogue? 

She took her time pon¬ 
dering that question. First, 
she took a couple years off, 
enjo 3 dng a slice of homebody 
life for the first time in her 
career. But still, the answer 
didn’t come — after three 
years, she pressed ahead and 
issued the Spanish-language 
disc Mi Plan, in part to tide 
over fans. 

Eventually, still uptight 
over Loose, she mused on 
quitting English-language 
music altogether — al¬ 
though how much that was 
a real concern or a self-mo¬ 
tivational strategy is hard to 
discern. 

“I go through this love- 
hate thing with my career,” 
the chipper 33-year-old said 
in a recent interview while 
lounging on a couch in a To¬ 
ronto hotel room. 

“I really think it’s psycho¬ 
logical, where I tell myself 
I’m going to quit so I can 
get back into the studio and 
create something that’s too 
good for me not to quit. 

“I have to create that ten¬ 
sion. I have to create that 
do-or-die, gotta live for it. I 
guess it’s my way of making 
sure the quality’s there.... 

“It’s a bizarre, weird artis¬ 
tic game I play.” 

Well, it appears as though 
she won, because this week, 
Furtado released The Spirit 
Indestructible, her first Eng¬ 
lish-language album in more 
than six years. 

It’s a testament to the

taut power of Loose that it 
was so hard to craft a follow¬ 
up. That album featured four 
top 5 hits in Canada, went 
multi-platinum in 32 coun¬ 
tries and moved 10 million 
copies worldwide. 

And it’s not a coincidence 
that she approached Spirit 
differently. 

Where gifted hip-hop pro¬ 
ducer Timbaland gilded nine 
of Loose’s tracks with his dis¬ 
tinct sound, he’s nowhere to 
be found on Furtado’s new 
disc, which features produc¬ 
tion from Grammy winner 
Rodney (Darkchild) Jerkins 
and Amy Winehouse col¬ 
laborator Salaam Remi. And 
while Loose cast Furtado as 
a glam, hip-swivelling vixen. 
Spirit finds the Victoria na¬ 
tive exploring disparate 
sides of her personality. 

“Loose, without meaning 
to, became more of a con¬ 


cept album — and I guess 
my concept was pop — let’s 
make this very broad, the¬ 
matic album, where it’s very 
light in a way but sonically 
together,” Furtado said. 

“Mi Plan as well, is very 
one sound — it’s very much 
a Latin pop record — so it’s 
quite sonically consistent in 
one way. 

“But this album isn’t. It’s 
back to the fun, and the risk, 
and the real irreverence. 
What I like most about it is 
I feel some of that punk atti¬ 
tude on this album that I had 
on my first album.” 

Yet even if Furtado’s con¬ 
cept was not having a con¬ 
cept at all, common themes 
soon began emerging in the 
new tunes she was writing. 
Primarily, The Spirit Inde¬ 
structible finds Furtado rev¬ 
elling in nostalgia. 

Propulsive first single Big 


Hoops (Bigger the Better) is a 
callback to “that 14-year-old 
girl with that fire inside ... 
who knew the microphone 
was really where she should 
be,” with lyrics that directly 
reference early ’90s hip-hop 
hitmakers Salt-N-Pepa. The 
booming Parking Lot was 
inspired by Furtado’s recol¬ 
lections of late-night teen¬ 
age gatherings outside her 
local 7-Eleven, while piano- 
powered knocker High Life 
goes “back to the girl in the 
bedroom dreaming about be¬ 
ing a famous singer.” 

“There’s a big difference 
between her dreaming about 
it and what happens when 
you achieve those things,” 
said Furtado. 

A moment later, she 
realizes the implications 
of such a statement — that 
she sounds like a celebrity 
complaining about being 
famous. 

“I never want to be that 
artist to write songs about 
like, being in a hotel room, 
or on a jet plane, on a private 
jet — ‘Ahh, it’s so hard,”’ she 
says, laughing. 

“High Life is the closest 
I’ve come to writing that 
song, but I think I’ve at least 
tied it together with some¬ 
thing that people can at least 
sing along to.” 

Indeed, Furtado has tried 
hard to maintain her ap¬ 
proachable normalcy even 
as her profile has ballooned. 

Following the success 
of Loose, she retreated into 
routine — swapping stilettos 
for rubber boots and velour 
track pants while she drove 
her daughter to school each 
day and thought about music 
only in her spare time. 

“I really viciously guard 
that — it’s my only way to 
stay grounded really, is to 
live a normal life,” Furtado 
said. “I’m proud of that. I 
definitely wear it on my 
sleeve. I like that I do all the 
same things and have pretty 
much all the same friends 
that I used to have.”

But before he became Can¬ 
ada’s first Iron Chef America 
champion, Feenie paid his 
culinary dues with stints at 
Alsace with Chef Emile Jung 
at Au Crocodile and Antoine 
Westermaim at Buerehiesel, 
both Michelin three-star-rated 
restaurants, in Chicago with 
Charlie Trotter and in New York 
with Daniel Boulud and Jean- 
Georges Vongerichten. 

Among the recipes in the 
chefs book Rob Feenie’s Cas¬ 
uals Classics is this scallop dish. 

“This dish makes an excel¬ 
lent starter for a meal or a nice 
limch when served with a sim¬ 
ple green salad,” Feenie writes 
in the book.

“One of my favorite grains 
right now is quinoa,” writes 
Rob Feenie in Rob Feenie’s 
Casual Classics.

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It’s starting to smell like fall 


Fragrances. These days 
there are endless ways 
to add a special scent 
to your home 


When the lazy days of sum¬ 
mer give way to hectic fall 
schedules, there is nothing 
like dashing in from the 
cold and being enveloped by 
a home filled with delicious 
smells. 

Home fragrance products 
have exploded into a $5 bil¬ 
lion industry, with candles, 
diffusers, room sprays and 
oils offered everyplace from 
drug stores to high-end re¬ 
tailers. There are many use- 
what-you-have, do-it-your¬ 
self options as well. 

The idea is to create an 
inviting, comforting and 
calming environment, 
whether you’re having 20 
people for a sit-down dinner 
or simply hanging out on 
the couch for the evening. 

“This is a time when 
people are spending more 
time at home, and they 
want that cosy, holiday, 
warm feeling, and maybe 
you want that even when 
you’re not entertaining — 
you want it on a Tuesday 
night when you’re watching 
TV,” said Jessica Romm, life¬ 
styles editor at Martha Stew¬ 
art Living.

and sachets. Many products 
now offer a more sophis¬ 
ticated scent and they’re 
more decorative as well, 
Doskow says. 

Just as there are scores 
of scents to choose from 
(Yankee Candle has about 
200 candle fragrances), the 
prices vary greatly. “It can 
range from a Renuzit ad¬ 
justable (air freshener) for 
99 cents up to a Jo Malone 


scented candle that’s in ex¬ 
cess of $100,” Doskow adds. 

In fact, Jo Malone’s lux¬ 
ury candle offers 230 hours 
of burn time and sells for 
$425, while a large Yan¬ 
kee Candle that offers up 
to 150 hours of scent costs 
$27.99. Crabtree & Evelyn 
has scented sprays for $19, 
while French perfumer 
Frederic Malle’s “perfume 
gun” spray sells for $145. 


Whatever your budget, 
try to capture the natural 
smells of the season in a 
simple and minimal way, 
Romm says. She mentions 
masculine scents like wood 
and leather, and the smells 
of seasonal fruits and vege¬ 
tables, such as pumpkin, 
apple, pear and squash. 

“You’d think about 
meals that you’re cooking 
or things you would have 


around — fruits of the sea¬ 
son or spices you might 
use,” Romm said. “Our phil¬ 
osophy in terms of home 
fragrance is to not battle 
or compete with what you 
would naturally have in 
your home during the fall.” 

As winter arrives, a fresh 
Christmas tree is great, 
Romm says, but without 
one, you can introduce the 
smell of pine, or eucalyptus. 


and spices like clove and 
cinnamon. 

A good way to carry fra¬ 
grance through your home 
is to use multiple products 
at once, says Hope Mar- 
gala Klein, executive vice- 
president for brand, design 
and innovation at Yankee 
Candle. 

“We recommend a lay¬ 
ered approach, with the 
candle being the focus,” she 
said. 

About an hour before 
guests arrive, a host might 
light a candle — or a no- 
flame alternative if kids or 
pets are an issue — in each 
of the major entertaining 
spaces, such as the kitch¬ 
en, dining room and great 
room, and accent those 
with diffusers. “By the time 
guests get here, the house 
smells amazing,” Klein says. 

Don’t forget to add a glow 
to the bathroom, where you 
may also want to display a 
can of room spray for a con¬ 
centrated burst of fragrance 
if needed, she recommends. 

The amount of scent you 
should use depends on the 
size of your home. 

“People who have enor¬ 
mous rooms would prob¬ 
ably need more,” Klein 
said. “Or if you’re living in 
a small apartment in New 
York City, you could prob¬ 
ably do one candle for the 
whole place. You don’t want 
it to overpower folks.” 

One scent can be used 
throughout the home for 
an intense smell, or you 
can combine scents. “People 
will create their own reci¬ 
pes for what they think is 
great,” Klein said. 

Romm is partial to DIY 
home fragrance, like setting 
a pot of apple cider with 
cinnamon or cloves to sim¬ 
mer on the stove, displaying 
a pretty bowl of cinnamon 
sticks, or drying sliced 
apples on parchment paper 
in the oven on low heat. 

“You can serve it just as 
guests are arriving so that 
smell fills your home,” she

Experts recommend 
chimneys be inspected, 
annually 


People are drawn to a fire, 
whether they’re roasting 
marshmallows aroimd a camp¬ 
fire during the summer or cud¬ 
dling up near the fireplace in 
the dead of winter. 

And just as you take pre¬ 
cautions outdoors, there are 
things you should do to make 
sure your fireplaces and chim¬ 
neys are safe. 

Fires built in fireplaces or 
wood stoves leave a gummy 
residue, called creosote, that 
can stick to the lining of your 
chimney. Creosote — created 
by soot, smoke, gases and other 
particles — is flammable, and 
can be the source of a danger¬ 
ous chimney fire. 

Experts recommend that 
chimneys be inspected every 
year by a certified chimney 
sweep and cleaned if necessary. 
The cost can range from $100 
to $300 or higher. Cleaning a

chimney is not a do-it-yourself 
project, says Kit Selzer, a senior 
editor at Better Homes and Gar¬ 
dens. It’s a dirty job, and it also 
can be risky, especially if you 
have to climb onto the roof 

Chimney sweeps are trained 
to determine whether chim¬ 
neys are structurally soimd 
and whether they need to be 
cleaned, said AsMey Eldridge, 
education director for &e 
Chimney Safety Institute of 
America. They also will make 
sure the chimney is up to code, 
especially important in older 
houses. 

“Each job is different,” said 
Christina El-Hage, a certified 
sweep with Pride Clean Chim¬ 
ney Sweeps in Bethesda, Md., 
but there are some basics. 

“We’re looking to make siue 


the flue is fully safe,” she said. 
“We’re making sure there are 
no third-degree bums of creo¬ 
sote on the lining.” 

There are steps you can take 
at home to reduce creosote 
buildup and the risk of a chim¬ 
ney fire. 

Foremost is picking diy 
wood to bum, Eldridge said. To 
determine whether wood is suf¬ 
ficiently diy, “take two pieces 
and bang them together. You 


get almost a ring as an indica¬ 
tion its ready. If not, it’s a duU 
thud,” he said. 

Don’t throw pizza boxes or 
other trash in the fireplace, El- 
Hage said, because it causes a 
thicker smoke, which lowers 
the temperature in the chim¬ 
ney. And to reduce the risk of a 
spark flying out of the fireplace, 
use a screen and stay in the 
room while the fire is burning.

Getting a pre-approved mort¬ 
gage before you start shop¬ 
ping for a house or condo is a 
good idea because it lets you 
know what you can — and 
can’t — afford. 

A pre-approved mortgage 
is a tentative determina¬ 
tion by a lender to loan you 
a certain amount of money, 
explains Brenda Hiscock, a 
member of Advocis, the Fi¬ 
nancial Advisors Association 
of Canada, and a certified 
financial planner with Guil- 
foyle Financial Planning Inc. 

The amount is based on a 
review of your finances, and 
the confirmation with fixed 
interest rate is good for 90 to 
120 days. 

“But pre-approval doesn’t 
mean that you’re approved 
by the lender,” says Jared 
Dreyer, president of the Mort¬ 
gage Brokers Association of 
B.C. and an accredited mort¬ 


gage professional at VERICO 
Dreyer Group Mortgages, 
Vancouver. “What it means is 
that you have the ability to go 
out and make an offer with 
the condition of financing.” 

How does the lender deter¬ 


mine how much you qualify 
for? 

There are some very specif¬ 
ic guidelines, says Hiscock. 
Monthly housing costs (mort¬ 
gage pa 3 mients, property 
taxes and heating) should not 


be more than 32 per cent of 
your gross monthly income 
(combined if it’s a couple). 
Also, your entire monthly 
debt load (housing costs and 
other debt pa 3 mients such 
as car payments and credit 
card pa 3 mients) should not be 
more than 40 per cent of your 
gross monthly income. 

Here is the t 3 q)e of infor¬ 
mation you need to provide a 
lender when you are looking 
to get a pre-approval: 

• Personal identification; 

• Gonfirmation of salary (if 
you are self-employed, tax 
returns from the last three 
years); 

• Proof of other sources of 
income (such as investment 
income); 

• Information about all bank 
accounts, loans and other 
debts; 

• Proof of all financial assets 
such as GIG’S, RRSP’s, etc.; 

• Source and amount of down 
pa 3 mient and deposit funds; 

• Proof of source of funds to 
cover the closing costs (usual¬ 
ly between two and four per¬ 
cent of the purchase price).

Shop around 
for best lender 


If you are starting the 
process of bu 3 dng a house, 
talking to your bank about 
its mortgage options is al¬ 
ways a good starting point, 
especially if you have an 
established relationship 
with someone there. 

But experts say it’s 
important to check out 
other lenders for informa¬ 
tion, too. 

Banks, mortgage com¬ 
panies, insurance com¬ 
panies, loan companies 
and credit unions all sell 
mortgages. 

Remember that you are 
entering into a potential 
25-year relationship, says

The NHL lockout is only a few 
days old but its effects are al¬ 
ready being felt around the 
league.

That will come into ef¬ 
fect on Oct. 1, when full-time 
staff are reduced to a four-day 
work week.

Age, ill health 
threaten to prevent 
Henderson, others 
from traditional outing 


If you’re of a certain age, you 
were likely watching a black- 
and-white television in your 
school g 5 nn when that magic 
game was played and the na¬ 
tion erupted. 

These guys were on the ice. 

And Wednesday, as they 
have for the past 15 years, 
many of the members of that 
Team Canada 1972 hockey 
team came together to re¬ 
claim that magic for them¬ 
selves over a round of golf. 

“We were voted team of 
the century, what’s wrong 
with that?” said Paul Hender¬ 
son, who scored the immortal 
goal to beat the Soviet squad 
with 34 seconds left in the 
series’ eighth and final game. 

“It’s great to get together 
with the guys every time,” 
Henderson said. 

This year round, played at 
Woodington Lakes Golf Club, 
north of Toronto, brought 
together 24 of those Septem¬ 
ber heroes, who captivated 
the country four decades ago. 

And with Henderson bat¬ 
tling cancer and the series’ 
40th anniversary at hand, the 
annual golfing get-together 
took on special meaning for 
the aging players. 

Henderson, 69, spoke can¬ 
didly about his illness, a t 3 q)e 
of leukemia that he says will 
eventually claim his life. 



“But I refuse to let cancer 
define me,” he says, adding 
that he’s now undergoing 
experimental treatment in 
Maryland. 

“I get up every morning 
and I say ‘this is going to be a 
great day.’ I’m having a great 
life if I can just stay alive.” 

Henderson, as always, was 
humorously humble about 
his 1972 exploits, which saw 
him score the winning goals 
in the last three series games. 

“It’s the only thing I did 
in 18 years of hockey, so how 
could it get old?” he laughed. 

And what was it like being 
that guy who scored the most 
important goal in Canadian 
hockey history for the past 40 
years? 

“I’ve tried to handle it re¬ 
sponsibly,” Henderson says. 


“I think I’ve tried to han¬ 
dle it in a way that would be 
worthy of a Canadian, be a 
role model to kids and that 
kind of stuff.” 

Having been the centre 
of national adulation for the 
past four decades, Hender¬ 
son’s only regret is that he 
didn’t have fon during the 
series itself 

“After the first game there 
was so much pressure on us 
to win,” he recalls. 

“I had the series of my life 
and I forgot to enjoy it.” 

Another player who had 
the series of his life was Phil 
Esposito, who was enjo 5 dng 
a post-round cocktail at the 
clubhouse Wednesday. 

It was Esposito who set 
up Henderson’s final goal 
and who galvanized Can¬ 
adians around the team with 
a sweat-soaked scolding after 
their game four loss in Van¬ 
couver. 

And Esposito was on a rant 
again yesterday, lambasting 
the Canadian government for 
refusing to pick up the tab 
for a Moscow visit 14 of the 
’72 players took earlier this 
month to celebrate the 40th 
anniversary. 

“I just don’t understand it. 
The Russian government over 
there treated us like gold,” he 
said. 

“We can’t get any help 
from the government here.” 

Esposito said Ottawa told 
the team they only recognize 
25th and 50th anniversaries 
and that he isn’t liable to see 
another 10 years. 

“We can’t wait to 50,1 can 
tell you that. Most of us won’t 
be alive.” torstar news service
